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Cabinet member 
is ‘delighted’ by 
the GCSE results 


YOUNG people from schools 
across Bridgend county borough 
are celebrating good results in this 
year’s WJEC GCSE examinations. 

The examination board’s figures 
show that 64.3 per cent of candidates 
achieved higher grade passes (grades 
A*-C), with 17.8 per cent achieving 
grades A* or A and 98.5 per cent a 
pass grade (grades A*-G). 

A council spokeswoman acknowl¬ 
edged that the results were slightly 
below 2010’s figures, which were 
described as “record-breaking”. 

In 2010, 98.9 per cent of pupils 
passed grades A*-G, and 65.7 per 
cent passed at A*-C. The figure for 
passes at A* or A is practically 
unchanged -17.8 compared to 17.9 in 


2010. 

However, this A* and A figure falls 
short of the Wales average, which is 
19.5 per cent. 

Coun Alana Davies, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children and young people, 
said: “I’m delighted by the achieve¬ 
ments of our young people. 

“On behalf of the cabinet and the 
whole county borough, I want to con¬ 
gratulate our students on their per¬ 
formance. 

“Their success is the result of a 
great deal of hard work and commit¬ 
ment. These achievements represent a 
crucial milestone, as they plan the 
important next steps in education, 
training and the world of work.

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‘TERRIFYING EXPERIENCE’ FOR 
COUPLE ARRIVING AT HOUSE 


Five years for a 
burglar who 
brandished knife 


A COUPLE were “put in ter¬ 
ror” when they went to the 
home of the parents of one of 
them to check on the property, 
and were confronted by a bur¬ 
glar armed with a knife. 

Marc Farrow (45) ran down the 
stairs and shouted “Go on, I’ll stab 
you. I’ll cut you” before fleeing from 
the scene. 

Farrow of Glan-y-Nant, Tondu, was 
jailed for five years, four months, at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Prosecutor Julian Greenwood said 
the attacked premises was a converted 
chapel known as Capel Bwthyn 
between Cefn Cribwr and Tondu. 

The occupiers, Mr and Mrs Alistair 
Duthie, had gone on holiday. 

Looking after the house was his son- 
in-law, Timothy Hillsdon and his wife. 

On May 2, the couple went to the 
house and discovered it was being bur¬ 
gled. 

The front door had been smashed in 
and Farrow approached them bran¬ 
dishing the knife with a five-inch 
blade. 

Mrs Hillsdon called the police and 
Farrow fled through the front door.

Farrow left behind his rucksack and 
inside were a bottle and toothbrush. 
The police later recovered his DNA 
from the items. 

Mr Greenwood said that on May 31, 
Farrow was arrested “with some diffi¬ 
culty”, when he attempted to run 
away. 

He denied the burglary and said he 
had no knowledge of the area. He was 
also identified by the Hillsdons. 

Mr Duthie made a statement in 
which he said: “We have been affected 
by this burglary. We are totally dis¬ 
gusted that so much damage was 
caused and items stolen.” 

He said he was horrified that Mr 
Hillsdon had been confronted and he 
said they had now become paranoid 
and anxious. 

He added: “I hope this person is 
brought to justice in the courts.” 

Farrow was said to have convictions 
for 80 offences, including eight for 
burglary, as well as possessing drugs 
with intent to supply, and possessing 
an offensive weapon. 


His counsel, Francis Jones, said: 
“At the time, circumstances were 
against him. His state benefits had 
been stopped and he reacted under a 
stressful situation. There has also been 
substance abuse.” 

Judge Stephen Hopkins said the 
route of Farrow’s offending was his 
addiction to amphetamines. 

He said it was fortunate in the 
extreme that Mrs Hillsdon had at the 
time been accompanied by her hus¬ 
band. 

He said they spotted the hole in the 
front door and seconds later “their 
worst fears were confirmed”. 

He said that sensibly, Mr Hillsdon 
backed away when he saw the knife, 
but he also feared his wife could be 
attacked. 

“The offence of dwellinghouse bur¬ 
glary is always serious. It is not just an 
offence against property, but an attack 
on the person and involves the viola¬ 
tion of a person’s home.” 

He said that many people never feel 
safe in their home thereafter. 

He said: “This man terrified the 
couple to achieve his escape.” 

He described his record as “truly 
dreadful”.

The story must be one 
of Wales’ most beautiful 
love stories awith a real- 
life Welsh Romeo and 
Juliet. 

The folk tale. The 
Maid of Cefn Ydfa, 
which originates from 
Llangynwyd, tells the 
story of Wil Hopcyn and 
Ann Thomas, and how 
Ann fell in love, not 
with the wealthy 
Anthony Maddocks, as 
desired by her family, 
but with the poor poet 
and thatcher Wil. 

When discovered. 


they were forbidden 
from seeing each other 
and Ann became Ann 
Maddocks, but love won 
out in the end as they 
were reunited. 

However, it is not 
quite the romantic end¬ 
ing we all hope for, as 
Anne dies an untimely 
death in the arms of her 
one true love. 

Who would have 
thought that such a 
romantic story could be 
found, not in story books 
or the imaginations of 
girls, but right here in 
Llangynwyd?

RECORDS were 
smashed at 

Porthcawl 
Comprehensive 
School when pupils 
in year-11 received 
their GCSE results 
last week. 

Pupils in the year 
group sat 2,166 examina¬ 
tions and gained a total of 
621 passes at A* or A. 

A record number of 34 
students recorded eight 
or more GCSEs at the top 
grades of A and A*. 
Many students achieved 
between 10 and 13 
GCSEs, with some gain¬ 
ing 11 A*/A grades and 
many more recording 
similarly impressive 
results. 

The number of pupils 
gaining five or more 
GCSE awards at Grade 
A*-C surpassed all 
school records, at 82 per 
cent. 

Of the total number of 
examinations entered, 
99.7 per cent resulted in 
A*-G grades, with 
almost all leaving school 
with a qualification of 
some kind. 

In the core subjects of 
English, mathematics 
and science, there were 
more than 300 A*/A 
grades. 

Mr Kenny Dykes, 
headteacher, said: “All 
associated with the 
school are delighted with 
the record achievements 
of pupils. Students fully 
deserve these rewards for 
their hard work and 
study. 

“Back in 2009, we set 
an all time record when 
our students smashed the 
70 per cent barrier for the 
percentage of students 
gaining five or more 
GCSEs at A*-C. This 
was sustained in the sum¬ 
mer of 2010, but far 
exceeded this summer 
with an all-time high of 
82 per cent gaining five 
or more top awards. 

“We were particularly 
heartened to see many of 
our pupils with addition¬ 


al learning needs gaining 
an impressive range of 
awards as a result of their 
hard work. 

“The outstanding 
results of all of our pupils 
do not happen by chance.

A local 
student on the stress of A-Levels 


For those without a direct stake in the A-Level examinations, this 
time of year usually follows a pattern. 

There may be photos in the press showing students (usually girls) 
jumping in the air waving their results. 

There will also be the inevitable debate about whether A-Levels 
are easier than in the ‘good old days ’. 

The GEM asked Siobhan Sullivan, a student at Bryntirion 
Comprehensive, who gained an A* and two As and now goes on to 
study journalism in Cardiff University, to talk to fellow students 
about that stressful final year in school. 

This is her report: 

B udget cuts, placements cuts, bursary cuts, course cuts. 
Add to that a rise in university fees and the record num¬ 
bers of students applying for placements, and the univer¬ 
sity application process has been somewhat bleak this year. 

I spoke to three students-to-be, and asked how they found apply¬ 
ing through UCAS this year and how they feel about the courses 
they are soon to embark on now that A-Level results are in and the 
partying is over. 

First I spoke to Yacoob Rossaye, who will soon be studying radi¬ 
ology in IJWE - Bristol. Next was Thomas Acton, who will be 
studying design in The Atrium in Cardiff and finally Rebecca 
Jones, who will be studying biology at Swansea Metropolitan 
^niversity. 


All three students achieved high grades in their A-level examina¬ 
tions, yet still faced difficulties finding places. 

Among these students, there is a unanimous opinion that the 
UCAS application system was simple, smooth and efficient. 

However, they all felt the pinch caused by placement cuts 
through increased competition for places, and hence the more 
drawn out, nerve-racking waiting period and a more vigorous inter¬ 
view process. 

Rebecca noted: “The interview process was extremely nerve- 
racking and stressful; you had to be prepared to answer ANY ques¬ 
tion thrown at you and even carefully consider what to wear. 

“You had to give the ‘perfect’ impression, one wrong move and 
it could have all been over.” 

Students can’t prepare fully for this vital step, as universities do 
not offer any hints as to the kinds of questions they plan to ask year 
to year. 

The best interviewees can hope for is support offered by their 
UCAS referee, who may offer a mock interview to simulate a simi¬ 
lar situation, and perhaps offer advice on personal presentation. 

Plus, this year the interview process was more stressful than 
ever, as Thomas pointed out that the majority of the interviews 
were held during the worst snow conditions this country has seen in 
10 years, adding the worry of travel conditions. 

Two of the applicants I spoke to felt that the stress of waiting for

university responses and the vigorous 
preparations for medical interviews 
detracted from their studies. They feel this 
affected their overall performance during 
this summer’s exam period. 

Yacoob did not receive an offer until 
mid-May, when the A-Level examinations 
were well under way, causing him high 
tension and detracting his focus from his studies. 

He said: “I was suffering sleepless nights and had given up hope. 
My teachers helped me along a lot. The main teacher I owe thanks 
to is my head of year, Mr Foley”. 

However, the worst of the stress is now over for September’s 
freshers, who are eager to break away from home and embark on 
the beginnings of their new lives, and take advantage of a clean 
slate and fresh start. 

Thomas seemed particularly eager to begin his course, “I’m very 
excited to go to university now. I’ve started talking to a lot of peo¬ 
ple who are starting in my university and they are all really nice!” 

However for Rebecca and many other soon-to-be students, their 
anticipations are mixed with the fear of leaving behind loved ones 
and friends, though being quietly confident that they are going to 
thoroughly enjoy the university experience.

Judge agrees 
with jury’s 
‘not guilty’ 
rape verdict 


A JURY at Cardiff Crown 
Court took just 45 minutes to 
clear an IT worker of allega¬ 
tions that he carried out a sex 
attack on a 20-year-old 
woman. 

By a unanimous verdict, 31-year- 
old Richard Edmunds, of Ewenny 
Road, Bridgend, was found not guilty 
of a charge of rape. 

When the verdict had been deliv¬ 
ered, Judge Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones said to the jury ”I totally agree.” 

Prosecutor Andrew Morse said 
Edmunds met the woman in a pub in 
Bridgend on January 14. They went on 
to a club and it was alleged he later 
raped her in a house in Bridgend. 

The alleged victim told the jury she 
had four glasses of wine that night, as 
well as four pints of cider and shots 
and was drunk at the time. She denied 
that what had occurred was with her 
consent. 

Edmunds, a man with no previous 
convictions, said that earlier that night 
he had worked at the Eive Bells public 
house. 

Later, in another pub, he spoke to 
the woman for about half an hour 
before going on to a second pub at 
about 2am. 


Later, at a house in Bridgend he said 
they shared a bottle of cider while sit¬ 
ting on a sofa and talked. 

She showed him her tan from a 
recent holiday and invited him to see 
her breasts which he did and she also 
asked him to touch her legs. 

Edmunds said that she kissed him 
and helped him remove her underwear. 

Soon after, he said, they began hav¬ 
ing sex and after about a minute she 
said, “No, no, no.” and he stopped. 

He said that she became upset, men¬ 
tioned a boyfriend and they again 
began talking. 

“Later, she gave me a big hug and 
we started having sex again,” he said. 

After about 30 seconds, she said, 
“No, I really cannot do this” and she 
again stopped. 

At the time, said Edmunds, she 
made no accusation against him and 
later that day he was questioned by a 
police officer. 

“I had no inkling that she had made 
a complaint.” 

He said he told the police that sex 
was consensual. 

“I definitely didn’t take advantage 
of her.” 

At the end of his evidence, 
Edmunds wept. 

He denied he had drunk so much 
that he could not control himself. 


Jury fail to reach verdict on 

SARN CANNABIS 
FACTORY CHARGE 


AFTER retiring for 
more than four 
hours, a jury at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court failed to 
reach a verdict in a 
case in which a con¬ 
struction worker 
denied a drugs 
charge. 

Richard Bradford (30) 
of Sam Hill had pleaded 
not guilty to possessing 
cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

The jury heard he 
admitted producing 
cannabis and possessing 


the drug. Prosecutor 
Martin Kelly said that on 
November 19, the police 
executed a search war¬ 
rant at Bradford’s home. 

“When they went in, 
they found a small 
cannabis factory in a 
first floor bedroom.” he 
said. 

Eorty one cannabis 
plants were being grown 
and there was heating, 
lighting, fans, and venti¬ 
lation. 

In the house they also 
found £911 in cash. 

He said the plants 
were capable of produc¬ 


ing 1.5 kilograms of 
skunk cannabis. One 
crop could be worth up 
to £16,400 and if there 
had been four crops in a 
year it could have been 
worth £65,000. 

“He was going to sup¬ 
ply cannabis. It was a 
small commercial enter¬ 
prise.” said Mr Kelly. 

Bradford denied any 
intention to supply and 
said all the cannabis was 
for himself. 

Mr Kelly said that the 
prosecution would seek 
a retrial.

OF BURIED TOWN AND CASTLE AT KENFIG

Last week's GEM 
article on the Time 
Team's visit to Kenfig 
prompted local histo¬ 
rian Keith E Morgan 
to consider some of 
the questions that 
might be answered. 

W E com¬ 
plain 
today of 
unsettled weather 
and put it down to 
global warming, 
caused by our cur¬ 
rent life style. 

In the Middle Ages, 
there were decades of 
bad weather, which in no 
way could be attributed 
to the manner in which 
our ancestors lived. 

Probably the worst 
examples of the extreme 
weather conditions to 
affect south Wales, were 
the ‘sand tsunamis’. 

A natural phenomena, 
the sand tsunamis were 
caused by a series of bad 
storms far out in the 
Atlantic. 

They did not happen 
overnight, but over 
many years, perhaps 
decades or even cen¬ 
turies. 

All along the west 
coasts of Wales and 
Cornwall, and up the 
Bristol Channel, strong 
winds and high tides 
caused the Atlantic 
rollers to bring in thou¬ 
sands of tonnes of sand 
from the offshore sand¬ 
banks and bars. 

This encroachment of 
sand inundated agricul¬ 
tural land, farmsteads, 
hamlets, churches, vil¬ 
lages and even towns. 
One of the victims was 
the town of Kenfig. 

All that can be seen 
today of this once flour¬ 
ishing community, is the 
stark and skeletal 
remains of its once 
proud castle protruding 
from the sand. 

What did Tony 
Robinson and his TV 
Channel 4 Time Team of 
archaeologists find when 
they trenched across the 
site of the buried town 
of Kenfig? What did 
they unearth when they 
dug deep into the castle 
bailey, its defensive 
bank and moat? 

Were they able to 
confirm that Kenfig was 
a port? Did they find 
artefacts indicating for¬ 
eign trade? What evi¬ 
dence did they uncover 
of the medieval town, of 
its streets and of its 
shops? What did they 
learn about the people 
that dwelt in this ancient 
town? 

Were they able to go 
back even further in time 
and discover evidence of 
occupation by the 
Romans and of early 
man in this area? Until 
the results of the Time 
Team exploration at 
Kenfig are broadcast on 
TV Channel 4 next year, 
we can only speculate at 
this stage on the above 
questions and eagerly 


await their findings. 

The history of 
medieval, particularly 
Norman, Kenfig is rea¬ 
sonably well document¬ 
ed, although there is 
conflicting evidence as 
to when the town was 
actually first founded. 

Some credit the build¬ 
ing of the original castle 
at Kenfig to Sir Robert 
Fitzhamon, the Norman 
Knight who conquered 
Glamorgan in 1090. 

Others attribute the 
first castle and the 
founding of the town, to 
Sir Robert’s successors 
in about 1145/1146. As a 
Norman town, Kenfig in 
its heyday in the 14th 
Century was compatible 
in size with Swansea, 
Neath and Cardiff. 

As well as the formi¬ 
dable stone-built rectan¬ 
gular castle and its 
defensive enclosure/bai- 
ley (excavations in 1927 
showed the keep to be 
44 ft X 46 ft wide with 
an estimated height of 
between 60 ft and 80 ft). 

The town had streets 
lined with shops, a mar¬ 
ket place, a guildhall and 
a church dedicated to St 
James. 

Reputed to be a port, 
the town had a port¬ 
reeve and burgesses and 
received charters which 
confirmed borough sta¬ 
tus, allowing it to set 
taxes, hold markets, fairs 
and trials, have a set of 
standard weights and 
measures and even a sil¬ 
ver mace. 

The latter items are 
now lodged in the 
National Museum of 
Wales. 

In the distant past, 
Kenfig had certainly 
experienced turbulent 
times, mainly from raids 
by the marauding Welsh, 
who, on at least nine 
occasions between 1167 
and 1321, had attacked 
and sacked the town. 

Legend also has it that 
Owain Glyndwr raided 
Kenfig in 1405 during 
his Welsh uprising. The 
town of Kenfig had sur¬ 
vived these incursions 
and before the start of 
the ‘sand tsunamis’, had 
become a thriving and 
prosperous community, 
but all this was to 
change! 

The Gulf Stream, 
which today brings in an 
almost Mediterranean- 
style climate with good, 
moderate weather from 
the Atlantic, caused 
great concern to the peo¬ 
ple of Kenfig in the 
1300s and 1400s with 
the encroachment of 
sand. 

This inundation 
stretched beyond 
Maudlam Church and 
the Angel Inn where 
sand dunes were formed. 
Many attempts were 
made to stabilise the 
encroaching sand by 
planting Marram Grass, 
all of which were unsuc¬ 
cessful.

by sand, being pushed 
further and further out 
into the Bristol Channel. 

All was lost, leaving 
what remained of the 
town of Kenfig beneath 
the sand. The inhabitants 
had gradually moved to 
new pastures at Cefn 
Cribwr, while in about 
1471, St James’ Church 
had been dismantled 
stone by stone from top 
to bottom and re-erected 
at Pyle in the reverse 
order - top stones at the 
bottom; bottom stones at 
the top - the upside- 
down church! 

When John Leyland 
travelled through south 
Wales in 1539, he saw a 
‘village on the east side 
of the River Kenfig and 
a castle, both in ruins 
and almost choked and 
devoured with the sands 
that the Severn Sea 
casteth up’. 

By the time that 
Edward Donovan visited 
Kenfig in 1804 and left 
us with his famous 
sketch (above right), 
only an arch of the castle 
was left standing and 
visible above the sand. 

Today, all that 
remains to tell the tale of 
the ancient borough and 
town of Kenfig,is the 
castle, which is in a very 
sorry state, while the 
surrounding landscape 
remains a wilderness. 

After many decades, 
nature is reclaiming the 
area. Vegetation has now 
regained a firm foothold 
with very few total sand 
dunes remaining to be 
seen. 

What of the origins of 
Kenfig? Was there 
indeed a Roman Kenfig? 
Did Neolithic Man settle 
here? Will the Time 
Team investigations 
reveal that Kenfig was 
sited on a Roman Fort? 
For a Norman Castle, 
the bailey is not only 
very large, but also of an 
unusual shape. 

The traditional 
Norman motte and bai¬ 
ley castle adopted a 
rounded oblong design. 
That at Kenfig is rectan¬ 
gular, possibly indicating 
that the Normans took 
advantage of and occu¬ 
pied what had been a 
previous defensive site; 
that of a Roman Fort. 

There are many exam¬ 
ples of this practice to be 
seen, with some of the 
best located at Cardiff 
Castle, Caerwent Roman

town and Tomen Y Mur 
Roman Fort in north 
Wales. 

In AD 74, the Roman 
governor of Britain, 
Julius Frontinus, used 
sea force to occupy the 
rich and fertile sea-plain 
of Glamorgan. Forts 
were constructed at river 
mouths to ensure com¬ 
mand of the coastline 
and sea shore. 

Sea levels were much 
higher than at the pres¬ 
ent, enabling Roman 
ships to sail up the river 
estuaries to transport 
troops and supplies to 
the front-line Forts. 

Well before the ‘sand 
tsunamis’, and with the 
seashore reaching 
Kenfig, a fort at the river 
mouth would have been 
ideally situated to pro¬ 
vide a commanding 
position covering the 
coastal plain from Briton 
Ferry well into the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

Such a fort at Kenfig 
would have been con¬ 
structed to well-estab¬ 
lished designs and crite¬ 
ria that had been tried, 
tested and proven over 
many campaigns. A 
strategic site was always 
chosen, such as the 
crossing point of a river 
mouth, and the fort 
would have been within 
a day’s march of a 
Roman legion to adja¬ 
cent forts. 

A legion could march 
20 km a day to give sup¬ 
port in an emergency (ie 
13.50 Roman miles or 
12.43 British miles) 
allowing for two forts to 


be sited between the 
known Roman forts at 
Neath and Cardiff; one 
such fort at Cowbridge 
with the other at Kenfig. 

All Roman forts were 
rectangular or card 
shaped and were sur¬ 
rounded by a bank and 
ditch. The internal layout 
always followed a set 
pattern, with the fort 
being aligned such that 
the veranda of the com¬ 
mandant’s quarters 
always faced south. 

A Roman fort at 
Kenfig would match all 
this criteria and provide 
an ideal and ready-made 
defensive location for 
the Norman invaders to 
take advantage of in 
their subsequent con¬ 
quest of Glamorgan. 

There are examples of 
what could be Roman 
tiles embedded in the 
walls of Kenfig Castle. 
Could the presence of 
these tiles be a clue to 
Kenfig being the site of 
a Roman Fort. Possibly 
even being the location 
of the missing Roman 
B omium/B omi vm? 

The latter is recorded 
in the Antonine Itinerary 
as being a fort or staging 
station between Neath 
and Cardiff. The quoted 
road mileage from Neath 
ties in well with Kenfig 
being the location of this 
lost site. 

However, all could be 
dramatically revealed in 
2012 on TV Channel 4 
by Tony Robinson, when 
the Time Team publicly 
unlock the secrets of the 
buried town of Kenfig.

Project to revamp 
Porthcawl gym is 
really rolling now!

A PROJECT that 
aims to refit and 
refurbish the 
Porthcawl and Pyle 
Boxing Club’s 
gymnasium is mak¬ 
ing good progress, 
say organisers.

wished it could be refur¬ 
bished. 

The fundraising drive 
began with a rugby 
evening in the Grand 
Pavilion, Porthcawl, and 
continues apace. The 
Ford Motor Company 
recently gave the group 
£2,000 towards the proj- 

Ed Ellis said: “We 
are going through the 
process of getting 
approval for essential 
structural work. 

“Porthcawl Town 
Council approved it 
recently, so unless there 
have been any objec¬ 
tions it should be grant¬ 
ed soon. 

“We plan to knock 
down the wall inside to 
extend the training area: 

“I have applied to the 
owners (Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council property depart¬ 
ment) for permission to 
remove the internal wall 
and replace with an 
RSJ. 

“Our plans for exter¬ 
nal refurbishment are 
currently with plan- 
ning,and we expect 


feedback soon.” 

He said that they had 
made a series of grant 
applications to various 
bodies, and expected to 
hear if any had been 
succesful in the near 
future.” 

He continued: “The 
boxers, plus Norah and 
Mike Clarke, recently 
climbed the 886-metre 
Pen-y-Fan mountain in 
the Brecon Beacons, 
raising almost a 
£ 1 , 000 .” 

He revealed that there 
were plans for a 
‘Gentlemen’s Evening’ 
of top class boxing, at 
the Grove Golf Club on 
April 27, 2012, outdoor 
under a large marquee. 

He said: “Details are 
still to be confirmed but 
it will include the 
Clatworthy twins - our 
star boxers.”

SCHOOLS and busi¬ 
nesses in the Vale have 
been recognised for 
their efforts to encour¬ 
age wildlife in gardens 
and green spaces at the 
annual Vale of 
Glamorgan Biodiversity 
Partnership Awards. 

These celebrate proj¬ 
ects that promote biodi¬ 
versity by creating, 
enhancing or managing 
sites for wildlife. They 
are organised by the 
Vale Council with spon¬ 
sorship from RWE 
nPower Aberthaw. 

Entries are covered by 
two classes.

Class two was won by 
Wenvoe Wildlife Group, 
for their work at Wenvoe 
Orchid Eields to encour¬ 
age biodiversity, and 
also their excellent com¬ 
munity engagement 
work. 

The primary school 
impressed judges by 
planting a native 
hedgerow along the 
school’s boundary which 
has created a vital habi¬ 


tat for a number of 
mammal, bird and inver¬ 
tebrate species. The 
grounds also include a 
grass buffer zone and 
woodland area. 

Wenvoe Wildlife 
Group earned the top 
prize by ensuring the 
Orchid Eields offer visi¬ 
tors much more than just 
enjoyment of beautiful 
surroundings. 

The inclusion of infor¬ 
mation points means that 
people can gain a 
greater depth of under¬ 
standing and apprecia¬ 
tion of wildlife in the 
Vale.

STAFF and cadets from 
Kenfig Hill Squadron ATC 
recently went on a visit to 
MoD St Athan to see a 
VCIO tanker aircraft that 
was in for maintenance. 

The visit was arranged by Sgt 
Kevin Gould of the ATC as part 
of the cadets’ training syllabus. 

This gave them an opportunity 
to go on board the aircraft and 
visit the flight deck and also see 
at first hand the refuelling sys¬ 
tem. 

The Vickers VCIO is a long- 
range British aircraft, designed 


and built by Vickers Armstrong 
(Aircraft) Ltd, and was first 
flown in 1962. The aircraft was 
designed to operate on long-dis¬ 
tance routes with a high subsonic 
speed. 

The performance of the VCIO 
was such that it achieved the 
fastest crossing of the Atlantic - 
London to New York - by a jet 
airliner, a record still held to date 
for a sub-sonic airliner. Only the 
supersonic Concorde was faster. 

The Royal Air Force currently 
uses the converted airliner as a 
refuelling aircraft.

Vale MP on 
inquiry into 
online child 
protection 


VALE MP Alan 
Cairns last week 
commented on the 
formation of a par¬ 
liamentary inquiry 
into online child 
protection by a 60- 
strong cross-party 
group. 

The inquiry will take 
evidence over the next 
few months from par¬ 
ents, child protection 
experts, internet experts 
and chief executives, or 
senior managers of 
many of Britain’s 
largest internet service 
providers. 

“It will report to 
Ministers in November. 

“Parents are under¬ 
standably worried about 
the ease with which 
their children can view 
pornographic content 
on the internet, and this

that is not suitable for 
children. 

“Parents need to 
have the right tools to 
be able to protect their 
children from inappro¬ 
priate content. 

“I look forward to 
receiving the inquiry’s 
report and seeing their 
conclusions.”

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Magnificent views and a 
soaking on the Beacons 


BARRIE had planned a 
walk with a difference: 
travel by car to Storey 
Arms, catch a bus to 
Brecon with a connection to 
Pencelli and walk the linear 
route back over the central 
Beacons. 

The weather forecast was for 
low cloud and mist at 400-metres 
but clearing during the afternoon 
- it sounded simple! 

Low cloud hung across the 
mountain tops, but in Brecon 
itself there was hazy sunshine. 
The town was bedecked with 
flowers as it was the Brecon Jazz 
Eestival weekend. 

The group began their walk by 
crossing the Brecon and 
Monmouth canal, constructed 
between 1797 and 1812, to start 
a gradual climb up the lane to 
Llanfeigan church. 

They passed through fields of 
grazing sheep and enjoyed glori¬ 
ous views of the Beacons and the 
Black Mountains as far as Hay 
Bluff, and then climbed steeply 
to reach the open moorland. 

The narrow pathway below 
Bryn was joined and dark clouds 
hung above. As they reached 
Gist Wen, coats had to be donned 
as drizzle began to fall and the 
views were blotted out. 

As they reached the lower 
slopes of Waun Rydd it was evi¬ 
dent they were walking head first 
into very inclement weather that 
seemed to have escaped the 
notice of the forecasters. 

The rain got heavier and the 
wind gusted as the group made 
its way around the narrow tracks 
above Cwm Cwareli and Cwm 
Oergwm to Ean y Big. 

The clouds just below where 
they were walking, at 719-

metres, cleared briefly to expose 
lovely views towards the Neuadd 
reservoirs and the valley below, 
then swirled back to blank out 
everything. 

A steep descent followed and 
the leader decided to walk 
around the base of Cribyn. 

Then the group hauled them¬ 
selves up the rocky path towards 
Pen y Pan and still the rain fell 
and the wind continued to gust. 

Two of the group continued 
over the top of Pen y Pan, the 
highest mountain in south Wales 
which stands at 2,907 feet, but 
the remainder, three-quarters of 
the way to the summit, took the 
uneven, rocky and by now 
muddy moorland path around the 
side to emerge beyond Com Du. 

By now the group were well 
and tmly soaked through and 
feeling a little chilly in the wind, 
but as they were making their 
descent down the commonly 
known ‘tourist route’ into the 
valley below, they passed several 
walkers coming uphill wearing 
short-sleeved t-shirts and trainers 
completely oblivious to what lay 
ahead! 

Halfway down the path, the 
mist and rain began to fade. They 
crossed the bridge over the Blaen 
Taf Pawr River to make their 
safe return to Storey Arms for 
the journey home. 
LLANGATTOCK WALK 
PENARTH and District 
Ramblers gathered at 
Llangattock village in bright 
sunshine and followed what 
had been the Darren tram- 
road. 


This linked the quarries on the 
Llangattock escarpment to the 
Brecon and Monmouth canal at 
Llangattock Wharf. Lime 
processed in kilns was used to 
sweeten agricultural land, as a 
whitewash for buildings and in 
the iron making process, and 
barges then took the lime along 
the canal to Newport. 

A steep climb through woods 
and by road to Darren followed, 
before descending into Cwm 
Onneu Each. 

Turning at Waun Ddu, they 
dropped downhill to cross moor¬ 
land made soggy by the various 
springs and climbed narrow path¬ 
ways in woodland to join the 
tramway below the Llangattock 
escarpment, an area renowned to 
cavers. 

Craig y Cilau and the quarries 
at Darren Cilau are part of a 
nature reserve created in 1959. 

The route, which had been 
fairly straightforward, suddenly 
took a turn for the worse as they 
descended through Coed Graig- 
Leici, a sea of Himalayan 
Balsam and thick ferns blocked 
the path. 

They had to try and find a way 
through the thick jungle ,which 
came to shoulder height and 
over-the-head height in places. 

There was a rumbling from 
the troops as they slithered their 
way downhill and got lost! 

But the day was saved by a 
GPS that indicated they were 
only slightly off the path.

T he blood and 
gore-splat¬ 
tered action 
movies of the 1980s 
appear to be mak¬ 
ing something of a 
comeback. In 
recent years, 
Sylvester Stallone 
has done his own 
single-handed 
revival, helming the 
brutal Ramho and 
gunfire-laden The 
Expendables, as 
bombast and mus¬ 
cles are on their 
way back. 

In this environment, it 
is unsurprising that one 
of the eras leading stars, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
is seeing one of his icon¬ 
ic roles being revisited. 

In Conan The 
Barbarian, Jason 
Momoa plays the titular 
character, who grows up 
with one aim in mind - 
to track down the man 
who killed his father and 
slaughtered his village. 
Armed with a sword and 


a fire in his stomach, 
Conan sets out to right 
the wrongs of the past... 

Since the success of 
the Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, the fantasy genre 
has seen an increase in 
productivity, with stu¬ 
dios keen to get on 
board a genre that seem¬ 
ingly has plenty to offer. 

However, the majority 
of these films, whether 
original or based on 
existing materials, have 
had minuscule impact 
and success, with the 
quality taking a backseat 
to quantity and jumping 
on the bandwagon (as 
anyone who has seen 
Eragon will agree). 

But with the likes of 
Game Of Thrones being 
critically lauded (small- 
screen) fare, the reintro¬ 
duction of the character 
of Conan is perhaps a 
wise move, audiences 
already being familiar 
with the series thanks to 
the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger film 
and, apparently, sharing 
a desire for more grown¬ 
up fantasy fare. 


It is a shame to report, 
then, that Conan The 
Barbarian is a film that 
fails to take the bit 
between its teeth, captur¬ 
ing the grit of the char¬ 
acter but failing to intro¬ 
duce an interesting story, 
supporting characters or 
a feel that sets it apart 
from those that have 
gone before and failed. 

In fairness, they 
couldn’t go much better 
with their choice to play 
the barbaric titular char¬ 
acter. As anyone who 
has seen the aforemen¬ 
tioned Game Of Thrones 
will attest, Jason Momoa 
certainly has the physi¬ 
cal attributes, seemingly 
built from granite and 
capable of wreaking 
immense havoc single- 
handedly. 

But here Momoa 
brings a little bit of 
sparkle to the character, 
making him less a one¬ 
dimensional muscle man 
and adding something 
more. Certainly the char¬ 
acter’s aim of finding 
the man who killed his 
father has been done to 


death, but Momoa’s like¬ 
able turn makes it far 
less of a burden than it 
might have been. 

The same cannot be 
said for the rest of the 
performances. While 
Rose McGowan’s almost 
unrecognisable turn as 
the villain's daughter 
strikes interesting notes 
and sees the actress offer 
an unsettling turn, said 
villain (played by 
Avatar’s Stephen Lang) 
is nothing more than a 
oddly-accented arche¬ 
type, that the actor fails 
to bring to life with any 
degree of success. 

The same can be said 
of Rachel Nichols’ 
damsel in distress, who 
simpers and swordfights 
her way through pro¬ 
ceedings with very little 
flair. Even Ron Perlman, 
cameoing as Conan’s 
father, fails to be his 
usual watchable self, 
looking like Ron 
Burgundy post-break¬ 
down and seemingly tak¬ 
ing things a touch too 
seriously. 

The screenplay, by

bloodshed doesn’t make 
you chunder, then the 
editing will! 

If there is hope of 
making a franchise from 
this film then grabbing a 
director and screenwrit¬ 
ers with ability is key; 
while Jason Momoa 
shines as the titular char¬ 
acter, the other ingredi¬ 
ents are definitely lack¬ 
ing, making Conan The 
Barbarian a less than 
essential viewing experi-

Boisterous Mini Cooper 
really is a joy to drive 


T he golden rule of 
business is to turn a 
profit, yet when the 
original Mini (designed by 
Alec Issigonis and manu¬ 
factured by British Motor 
Corporation) hit the roads 
in 1959 the entry-level ver¬ 
sion cost considerably 
more to manufacture than 
its meagre £497 retail 
price. 

This resulted in a loss, or as 
dear Mr Micawber in the David 
Copperfield novel by Charles 
Dickens, more eloquently put it: 
“Annual income twenty pounds, 
annual expenditure nineteen six, 
result happiness. Annual income 
twenty pounds, annual expendi¬ 
ture twenty pound ought and six, 
result misery.” 

How true. BMC, which later 
became the nationalised British 
Leyland Ltd, also had a poor rep¬ 
utation for substandard build 
quality, as the actor Ian Ogilvy 
recalled when I spoke to him 
about his time as The Saint in the 
1970s. His Jaguar XJS was regu¬ 
larly pushed onto screen. 

Where BMC just couldn’t 
seem to get it right. Mini’s new 
owners, BMW, most certainly 
has. Its £1.7bn operating profit 
for the first quarter of 2011 is tes¬ 
tament to the fact that it knows 
how to build cars and conse¬ 
quently has a very loyal follow¬ 
ing. 

The new Mini Cooper SD 
(Sports Diesel) is a far superior 
vehicle in every way. My only 
complaint is that it’s too big and 
bulbous (like too many cars these 
days) compared to the original, 
whose looks and seat-of-the-pants 
ride still take some beating for 
me. 

Today’s Mini combines the 
joys of driving a classic with all 


the mod-cons of a modem car - a 
winning formula. In short, a 
Super Dooper Mini Cooper - 
that’s what the SD should stand 
for. I like the distinctive grille 
and air vent on the bonnet and the 
centre mounted twin exhausts. 

This aggressively sporty look 
keeps all other vehicles at bay. 

On clasping the chrome handle 
and opening the driver’s door, it 
is an absolute pleasure to be met 
by such a detailed retro interior 
and dashboard, which instantly 
transports you back to the swing¬ 
ing ‘60s. 

There are smatterings of 
chrome on the edges of the 
speedometer and switches for the 
fog lights and windows. The lat¬ 
ter sitting underneath the 
radio/CD player in the centre of 
the car rather than on the doors as 
is usually the way. 

The air vents are reminiscent 
of the ends of classic hair dryers. 
All this attention to detail really 
creates an experience, in the same 
way as driving a far more expen¬ 
sive car like a Jaguar or Bentley. 

Probably the most striking fea¬ 
ture of the dashboard is the enor¬ 
mous chrome edged revolution 
counter in the centre that harks 
back to the original Mini and 
really does bring a smile to the 
face. My wife particularly likes 
this as she can keep a close eye 
on the speed! It’s enchanting to 
watch the counter move as the 
speed increases. 

The beige leather seats are 
comfortable and similar to those 
found across the BMW range. 
There’s not a huge amount of 
room inside the Mini but then 
there never was. While the boot is 
admittedly larger than the origi¬ 
nal, it is still quite poky. 

Who would ever imagine a 
Mini to have cmise control? Add 
to that a slick six-speed gearbox 
and a 2-litre diesel 143bhp engine 


(the same unit that BMW fits to 
the 1-Series 118d) and there’s a 
recipe for both speed and econo¬ 
my - during the test it has aver¬ 
aged 56.9mpg. 

On first acquaintance, the 
super light gearbox caused a little 
difficulty for me because reverse 
is in near proximity to first gear. 
But when you realise that you 
have to nudge the gearstick as far 
to the left as possible, it’s simple. 
There’s a smooth gear change. 

For added efficiency there’s 
auto stop/start, which kicks in 
when the car has stopped and the 
foot removed from the clutch. 

The boisterous Cooper is enter¬ 
taining and fun to drive with its 
stiff suspension adding that extra 
sense of sportiness and it really 
will shift if necessary, making 
any safe overtaking manoeuvre 
thoroughly invigorating as the G- 
force pushes the occupants back 
in their seats. 

I agree with Parkers, the car 
experts, who say that it “spears 
through bends with laser-guided 
accuracy”. It’s a joy to drive. 
Engage sports mode and the 
steering tightens up and the con¬ 
trols become more responsive. 

Overall, BMW has created a 
very fine and capable, good qual¬ 
ity vehicle that will satisfy those 
looking for a characterful alterna¬ 
tive to a run-of-the- mi ll Ford, 
Vauxhall or Volkswagen. The 
Mini has become a fashionable 
brand in its own right and quite 
rightly one of Britain’s favourite 
cars.
